Nov. 1.—The- State of Delaware, which 
is. practically’ owned by the DuPonts, giant munition makers, whose 
company earned over 34 million dollars in the last nine months, has 
denied the right to vote to 168 poorhouse inmates on the ground 
that they are paupers. The deision was handed down by Judge 
Rodney with tie advice and approval of legal representatives of 
both the Democratic and Republican parties.

RED BLUFF, Calif., Oct. 26— 
In Tehama County the SERA of- 
ficials and the county supervisors 
are working together with the 
rich farmers to limit relief so that 
wages paid workers will be as 
low as possible. The farmers in 
the leadership of the Grange went 
io the board of supervisors and 
asked that 25c an hour be paid in 
stead of the usual 50c for SERA 
work paid in adjoining counties, 
so that they would not have to 
pay more for harvesting their 
crops. 

The SERA officials were willing 
but did not dare go so far, so 
they compromised at 31 1-4 cents 
an hour. An unemployed worker 
with five dependents is expected 
to pay for food, clothing, and 
shelter by working 88 hours a 
month for $27.50. The workers 
are anxious to organize and ob 
tain better conditions, but they 
are all. afraid, and do not dare to 
protest for fear of losing what 
meager relief they still get. I my- 
self was fired as an example to 
intimidate the other SERA 
workers.—Worker Correspondent.
